It was not shown that he
did, but on the contrary there was very
conclusive evidence that he could mnot
have done so. But the prejudiced court,
predisposed agalnst the accused, gave
no welght to this evidence. The as-
sertions, opinlons and appeals of the
generals  directly or  Indirectly in-
volved In the consplracy were all
that the court attached any im-
portance to and It 1s now obvious
that even had the military attaches of
Germuany and Italy given testimony fa-
vorable to Dreyfus It would not bave
affected the verdict. TForgery, perjury
and Intrigue were clearly established,
but this had no Influence with the court-
martlal, or those members of It who
were predisposed agalnst the accused,
and If such evidence had no effect on
them It is not probable that they could
have been Influenced by any foreign
testimony favorable to Dreyfus.

The military power bas achieved its
purpose. The conspirators of the gen-
eral staff are now, perhaps, secure,
But there I8 no vindieation in the ver-
dlet, nor does it conserve the “honor”
of the army. Mercier, Gonse, Boisdef-
fre, Roget and thelr coadjutors in this
outrage upon justice are regarded by
fair-minded men throughout the civi-
lized world as erlminals and the army
must share in the Infamy of Its chiefs,
What will be the consequences of this
verdiet If allowed to stand? Will the
peaple of France who desire that jus-
tice be done submit to this outrage upon
Justice, or will they demand of the gov-
ernment that the victim of race hatred
shall be glven at lenst one more oppor-
tunity to prove Lhis Innocence? We
shall soon know and it seems gsafe to
predict that the justice-respecting peo-
ple of France will make a very earnest
and vigorous protest against thls mon-
strous wroug.

A stubbornly fouglit controversy now

former West Indian possesslons. The
maln contention just now Is for the
nssent of the authorities In control in
Cuba to the laying of a new cable by
a private corporation to be operated
without let or hindrance for its own
pecuniary profit, and voluminous opin-
fons have been prepared on each side
to uphold alleged rights of the different
franchise seekers.

Without going Into the conflicting
claims and the question how far the
jurisdiction of the United States ex-
tends over Cuba under the present oc-
cupatlon, it is becoming more and more
evident that the only permanent solun-
tion of the whole problem lles In the
ownership and operation by the gov-
ernment of Its own postal telegraph
system with the necessary cable con-
nectlons to its varfous outlylng posses-
slons not only in the West Indies but
also In the Pacific. The ery agalinst
& Cuban cable monopoly raised by one
company agalnst the other is simply a
specious plea, because nowhere 18 there
any actlve competition of telegraph
companies, but on the contrary it 1s no-
torlous that all the telegraph lines in
the United States are tled up by an
agreement not to cut rates below one
another if not to regard one another's
territory.

The eagerness of these private tele-
graph and cable comipanles to get Into
Cuba really arises from their anxlety
to capture the officlal government busl-
ness, which constitutes the bulk of the
traflic on the wires. I1f the government
can operate successfully, as it {8 doing
the loeal lines and extensions which
were wade at {ts own expense for mili-
tary purposes, it certainly can take ecare
of the cable business and not only do
it at a saving to the people who foot
the bills, but also provide o more effi-
clent service than any one else,

The same i8 true with reference to
the Hawalian cable which the govern-
ment s asked to charter for n specu-
lative company while furnishing all the
money for its construction in the shape
of subsidies or guaranteed contracts.

The postal telegraph Is bound to come
and it is therefore foolish to bulld up
the private corporations just to enable
them to unload on the government later
at three prices,

COOPERATIVE HOMERUILDING,

Acting under the provisions of the
new law governing bailding and loan
associations in Nebraska the Btate
Banking department bas secured from
such associations reports of thelr trans-
actlons for the half year endlng June
30 last.  Formerly reports were ree
quired at the close of the calendar year.
The change from December 80 to June
30 Is consldered an improvement, as it
enables the Banking department to
present to the legislature reports em-
bracing the latest statistios,

A summary of the report complled
by the department presents some faots
and figures that will atiract attention.
The most striking feature of the report
Is the steadlly decreasing number of
assoclatlons In the etate. The falling
off noted In recent years was attributea
to the business and agricultural depres-
slon then prevalent. An Incronse in
number was generally expected with
the better times of thls and last year,
but these expectations have not heen
reallzed. On the contrary, the decrease
continues. In 1802, when the first state
report was Issued, there were 71 gsso-
clitions in the state; In 1803, 81; In
1804, 80; 1805, 81: 1808, 64; June 80,
18040, 00,

An explanation of thls remarkable
slump In the home-bullding movement
In Nebraska is not easy to find. Ne-
braska associations, as a whole, have
been pecullarly fortunate, They were
not menaced by the speculative con.
cerns which wrought such havoe in ad-
Jolning states during the last ten
years. Falr and lHberal laws and foster-
ing state supervislon promoted thelr
growth and prosperity. Those which
withstood the stress of panic and hard
times, when scores of other financial
Institutions  were overwhelmed, met
every reasonable obligation, while those
retiring from business, voluntarily or
Involuntarily, caused but trifiing loss
to shareholders. Both In management
and results their record is an admirable
one,

The statistics of the department
throw some light on the question. They
show a stendy growth of assoclations
In eities and towns largely. populated
by wage earners and a corresponding
falling off in strietly farming commn-
nitles. In the early years of the move-
ment In thls state, particularly during
the boom perlod, assoclations were
started in various localities without
due consideration of the material avall-
able for support. In due course the
wants of wage earning members were
supplied. When business was sought
among farmers associatign rules were
found to be a bar to much progress in
that directlon. I’eriodical payments re-
quired by all assoclations proved to be
unsulted to the needs of farmers. Con-
sequently assoclations started in farmn-
ing communities were obliged to re-

striet their business and In many in-
stances retire from business.
The decreased number of associa-

tions does not, however, Indicate p ma-
terial decline In the total business
transacted. The combined assets of
the slxty associations amount to $3,341,.
M2, a decrease of only $508,736 from
the high record of eighty-six associa-
tlons in 1804, Stronger evidence of
their popularity Is found In the steady
increase of shares in force. In 15
the number was 71,231; in 18049, 70,973,

1t 1s evident, from these statisties,
that Nebraska associntions are adjust-
ing themelves to conditions that insure
permanency and in commuuities where
their methods of Dbusiness command
popular support.

BLACKS, BOERS AND BRITISH.

Miztare of RHaces and Colors Ilm Soulh
Afrien,

From the discussion over the digpute In
the Transvaal it might be imagined that
the population of South Africa was divided
in the maln betweenm Boers and Britons.
1t would certalply not be Inferred that nu-
mericully both these peoples together were
small by comparison with the descendants
of the original Inhabltants and that none
of our loudly protesting eouthern states
which fears negro domination contains any-
thing lke the same proportion of colored
resldents.

In the Transvaal lteelf a census of 1808
records & white population eof 845.347 and
n bluck population of 748,708, The fgures
for the Orange Free Btate are 77,716 and
120,767 respectively, It will be seen, there-
fore, that the temper of the blacks might
become & very lmportant factor in both
these Boer states, but that is equally true
ln British territory.

Beginning with Natal apd Zululand on
the east we find that there are only 61,000
Europeans, as agsinst 714,685 Kaflira and
68,870 Indians, who have been brought in
from MHipdustan as ooolle laborers. The
Iittle country called Basutoland on the
Orange Free State border has only 678
Europeans, while the blacks number 218,-
424, and in this distriet regular European
settlement s prohiblted,

Even Cape Colony, which has been held
&0 long by the white races, Is a veritable
black belt, The white population num-
bers but 376,957, the colored 1,180,337—
more than three times as many. Further
northward on the west, up through Bech
panaland and then around through Mata-
beleland and Mashonaland, there are sev-
eral bundred thousand blacks and & mere
handful of whites, Much the same pro-
portion exists also in the FPortuguese pos-
somujons sast of Lhe Transvual where there
